POULTRY, CAGE BIRDS, DAIRY. 


POINTS IN REARING DUCKLINGS, 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 

Irish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 

says : 

Ducklings can be reared in the same way -as 
chickens, but there are special points to 
be observed, They require to be kept 
perfectly dry, both in their houses and 
runs. Drinking water should be plenti- 
fully supphed, sufficient for them to sink 
their heads in when drinking. Their 
houses should have thick, dry litter, the 
best being either peat or sawdust covered 
with straw. When the sun begins to get 
hot great care is needed to keep them out 
of the direct rays, as they easily get 
sunstroke. <A cool, sheltered place is the 
best rearing ground for ducklings. A 
shrubbery or orchard is an ideal spot, 
with short grass underneath. They should 
never be ‘allowed to run through wet 
grass, or get wet in any way until they 
have their feathers. If confined in a yard 
they should have some sort of shelter 
provided. Give them plenty of. air in 
their houses, and never overcrowd. Duck- 
lings do not require brooding long, SU 
they may be left to themselves after a 
few weeks, and if required for stock they 
may be allowed to swim when the 
feathers grow.

However, to ensure free setting 
at, the critical time, that is on a fine 
morning with top ventilators open and 
pollen flying, a flick over flowers with the 
rabbit's ‘tail’ does the trick. Contemporary 
with the setting of the fruit disbudding 
will go on consistently, commencing with 
all under and top-placed shoots, just a 
few at a time, until one well-placed basal 
shoot is left and a primary shoot at the 
top of the fruiting wood—always with 
an eye for any showing the mildew pest, 
which wherever placed must go to the 
fire forthwith. As for thinning what ts 
probably a heavy set of fruit, we bide our 
time until stoning is effected, nature be

PLAYING FIELDS FOR HEALTH, 


The Belfast Corporation, in pursuance 
of its policy of improving the health- 
giving conditions of the city, has pur- 
chased the “ Grove ” estate, comprising 
about fifty acres, graced with an old 
mansion, which for many years was the 
home of the Ritchie family. This exten- 
sive piece of land is situated on the Shore 
road, leading from the L.M.S. railway 
station to Greencastle, and it is to be con- 
verted 4nto-playing fields for children and 

ounds for all kinds of athletic games. 
The estate is within easy reach of the city 
centre, and should prove a great attraction 


for young and old during the greater part | 


of the year. 

This dévelopment of tlie public parks 
of Belfast Was no connection with the 
national playing fields movement, which 
was extended to Northern Ireland about 
a couple of years ago, and in which the 
Duke of Abercorn takes a deep interest. 
Alderman Midgley, a Labour leader, was 
the pioneer in the scheme which has now 
culminated so happily. He is a constant 
advocate in the interests of the working 
classes, and, whatever difference of opinion 
there may be about his politics, no one 
can questiofi his sincerity for the welfare 
of the community. 

The old mansion on the grounds is to 
be used as dressing-rooms. About twenty 
years ago it was used as a child welfare 
centre, and subsequently it housed the 
Special Constabulary when that force was 
on active duty. The purchase monev Of 
the “ Grove ” is mentioned as £15,700. 


NORTH AND SOUTH CO-OPERATE. 


After many dopes and fears, conferences 
and negotiations, it appears that the 
Lough Swilly Railway is to be continued 
for a little longer, with the united assist- 
ance of the Northern and Free State 
Governments. For another two years the 
Northern Ministry of Finance will give 
modified grants of £3,862 for the first 
twelve months, starting on the 1st April, 
and £2,500 for the remaining period, after 
which the railway will have to struggle 
along as best it can or else close down 
altogether. The prospect of a furthe 
large number of men being thrown on the 
““dole ” in Londonderry could not have 
been very pleasant to the Belfast 
authorities, and probably it influenced 
them somewhat in their decision.

IN PERPETUAL DARKNESS. 


There are several institutions for the 
éare of the blind in Belfast, but there are 
many ‘“‘dark’’ people going about for 
whom no provision is made. In the streets 
they are frequently seen making their un- 
certain way about, while others stand in 
Marrow passages and entries seeking for 
help. We also have blind musicians, and 
blind men led by women appealing to the 
charitable, but the traditional blind man 
with his dog has vanished from the streets. 
There are over a thousand blind persons in 
the Northern capital, and many of them 
‘are in distressed circumstances.

White, Tomkins and Courage, is the presi- 
dent.of this Society, and he suggested at 
the annual meeting the other day that the 
lack of generous support is due to the fact 
that the public does not realise the 
splendid work that is being carried on. 
Probably he is right. 


RIVAL ELECTRICITY SCHEMES. 


According to the deputy city electrical 
engineer the Belfast Corporation’s r 
station at the harbour can produce electric 
current much more cheaply than the 
Shannon works. He says that it is not 
generally realised that a low head water 
scheme, such as the Shannon, cannot com- 
pete for cost of current produced with a 
modern efficient steam plant, in con- 
sequence of the tremendous capital 
employed in the civil engineering work, as 
compared with the greatly reduced capital 
required for a steam station. 

For éfhcieney and economy in working it 
would certainly he difficult to excel the 
Belfast electricity undertaking. It has 
made remarkable progress during recent 
years; but one must not forget that 
another engineer, employed by the Govern- 
ment to report upon the electrification of 
the whole province, suggested that, in ad- 
dition to steam-power, the linking up with 
the Shannon scheme would ensure both 
greater efficiency and economy, Such a 
joining up of forces, however, seems to be 
outside the pale of practical polftics at 
present. If 1t could be done, it would pro- 
bably be advantageous to both States, and 
it would assuredly be a boon to small 
border towns and villages in both areas. 

Holywood, a charming town pic- 
turesquely situated on Belfast Lough, a 


few miles from Belfast, is splendidly 
lighted with electricity, and last week .its 
system was extended to Marina and Cultha, 
the formal switching on of the current 
being performed by Sir Dawson Bates, the 
Minister of Home Affairs. 


TEACHERS IN CRITICAL MOOD. 


The teachers in elementary schools have 
registered an emphatic protest against the 
Northern Government’s proposals to make 
another cut in their emoluments, declar- 
ing that “ it is a gross violation of the 
Salary agreement, thus reducing to a scrap 
of paper the solemn treaty agreed upon by 
the British Government, the Commis- 
sioners of National Education and the 
representatives of Irish teachers.” 

Strong comments were made at a con- 
ference of the Northern teachers in Belfast 
last Saturday, and it was pointed out by 
one speaker that the Northern Chancellor 
of the Exchequer stated no further back 
than December last that he failed to notice 
any suggestion either in Parliament or 
outside that the salaries of the teachers 
were to be interfered with. At the same 
time he declared that, if a saving were 
made by the reduction of local expendi- 
ture, the savings thus made, or a large 
proportion of them, would be claimed for 
the purposes of the imperial contribution.

Heavy overdrafts have first to 
be paid off, and these payments will run 
away with a large portion of the money 
oming to Cork; for the hospitals here were 
is much in debt proportionally as any of 
the Dublin hospitals, and, as was the case 
in Dublin, the committees were wondering 
how long they could carry on and keep the 
institutions open without running "ge Cora 
into debt. The working pressure of these 
committees never relaxed for a moment, but, 
try as they might by organising flag days and 
subscription appeals, they knew they were 
fighting a losing battle. Now, even when 
the silver lining has appeared in the clouds, 
they have no infention of sitting quict, but 
are going ahead with renewed vigour to 
improve the hospitals in every way possible. 


WORK TO BE DONE. 


Immediateiy the question of overdrafts has 
been settled, the committees will turn to the 
matter of equipment, and the most modern 
tvpe of X-ray and other apparatus necessary 
for the relief of patients will be installed. 
Extensions will be built where necessary, 
and existing accommodation for nurses 
will be considerably improved. It is 
thought that 1 will be possible 
to carry through most of these essential works 
with the money coming from the Grand 
National Sweep, but, at all events, none of 
the money will be kept in reserve. 

A member of one of the committees told 
me to-day that it was intended to spend it 
all and build up a reserve with the money 
to be received from the Derby Sweep, in the 
proceeds from which the Cork hospitals will 
participate. 


MATTER OF CONCERN. 


The hospital committees here are at present 
seriously concerned in the report that, in cer- 
tain cases, voluntary subscriptions to hospi- 
tals in Cork may be withdrawn, temporarily 
at least, in consequence of the assistance 
given through the Hospitals’ Trust. The 
Cork Harbour Board gives considerable annual 
subscriptions, and I have heard it mentioned 
—though not officially—that a proposal] may 
be made under which such subscriptions “eight 
be transterred for one or two years to oti.2r 
charitable organisations, such as, for in- 
stance, the Saint Vincent de Paul Society. 
This point may be mentioned to-morrow at a 
public meeting which Lord Mayor Daly has 
called to raise money for the relief of the 
poor. The hospital committees here, in view 
of such a possible development, intend to 
intensify their appeals to the citizens for their 
continued support.

VIDENCE of a wanton attack om a 
F, residcnce occupied by Mrs. Ellen Henry, 

of Keenaghan, Bush, Dungannon, Co. 
Tyrone, on Christmas morning last, was given 
at the hearing at the Quarter Sessions here 
to-day of a case in which Herbert Toner, of 
Keenaghan, appealed against the decision of 
the Dungannon magistrates in imposing a 
sentence of one month's imprisonment with 
hard labour for assault on Mrs, Henry, and 
ordering him to pay £1 17s. 6d. compensation 
for malicious damage to property. 

Mrs. Henry stated that at one a.m. on 
Christmas morning she was awakened by loud 
shouting. and the window of her bed-oom was 
smashed in with stones taken from the yard 
wall.. The window frame was also smashed, 
and she escaped through the opening made 
and shouted: “ Police,” “ Murder.” She saw 
four men, and Toner, whom slje identified, 
rushed over and hit her twice on the face 
with his fist, and told her that there were no 
police there. She managed to escape and 
made her way to a neighbour’s house, and 
her landlord, armed with a gun, accompanied 
her back to the house, where she found all 
the delph and crockery smashed and the 
Christmas fare, and. even the tea and sugar, 
scattered over the*floor. Her son, who re- 
sided with her. was not to be found, and she 
thouzht he had been murdered by the raiders, 
but she afterwards discovered that he had 
escaped an?’ did not return until after the 
arrival of the Dungannon police. 

Patrick Henry, son of the previous witness, 
said that the raiders smashed the kitchen 
door with stones, and when witness saw them 
attacking his mother he rushed out with a 
stick and struck Toner on the head, knocking 
his hat off. The hat was afterwards handed 
over to the police. The raiders were under 
the influence of drink, and the way they 
littered the house and smashed everything 
they could see was vexatious. 

Henry Williamson said that he was at a 
dance at Bush Orange Hall on Christmas Eve 
and noticed Toner leaving with three other 
men at one a.m. Toner was wearing a brown 
hat, and when they returned about an 
hour and a half later Toner’s hat was 
missing. 

Toner in evidence denied having anything 
to do with the wrecking of the house. He 
did not leave the dance in the Orange Hall 
until three o'clock on Christmas morning, 
when he was taken home by his brother and 
another man. 

His honour said that it was an outrageous 
attack, and the evidence submitted on behalf 
of the prosecution was of the clearest 
character, and it had convinced him that the 
woman was to be believed when she said 
that Toner had assaulted her. The evidence 
of her was also enqrally clear, and the 
evidence of the boy Williamson, who stated 
that four men left the dance at a certain 
time, was most important in a case of that 
kind. He affirmed the decision of the 
magistrates in all respects. 

Mr. Orr applied to have the order varied 
by the imposition of a fine instead of im- 
prisonment, but his honour said that the 
magistrates had in mind the outrageous 
assault committed upon the woman when 
they had imposed a sentence of imprison- 
ment, and he would affirm that decision.

To-day three citizens of Dublin, gliding 
in new motor cars over smooth streets, 
will have the pleasant thought that they 
are the authors of their own comfort. We 
are glad that Dublin’s business men have 
not been ungrateful to the Commissioncrs 
whose work, during six years of office, 
created new standards of civic administra- 
tion, Every citizen will endorse the tribute 
which the President of the Chamber of 
Commerce paid to Messrs. 
Murphy, Dwyer and Hernon. When they 
took office, Dublin, through a combination 
of protracted misgovernment and of public 
turmoil, was in a sad plight. The rates 
were high; many buildings in the principal 
thoroughfares had been demolished; the 
streets were dirty and ill-paved. The new 
Commissioners set themselves to work 
without ostentation or oratory. Soon the 
shattered thoroughfares were reorganised ; 
everywhere concrete replaced cobble-stones ; 
an efficient system of street-cleaning was 
introduced ; housing schemes were planned, 
and new roads laid the beginnings of new 
and healthy suburbs. All these reforms 
combined vision with economy. In the last 
year of corporate misgovernment the city 
rates were 19s. 2d. in the pound. During 
the Commissioners’ period of office they fell 
steadily, until the Dublin Poor Law Relief 
Act increased them from 14s. 8d. to 16s. 
With the advent of the new Corporation 
comes the certainty of a further increase. 
Already the citizens are resigned to another 
shilling, and they will be lucky if they 
escape with ninepence. 

The new Corporation must get

not pretend that the citizens welcome the 
change, though he seems to regard it as 
inevitable. Perhaps, we may agree with 
him, but it was inevitable only in the 
sense that politicians, being creatures of 
tradition, cling to outworn habits of 
thought. The last generation witnessed 
the triumph of democracy, and the present 
generation is reluctant to admit that the 
idol has feet of clay. Yet sensible men 
are increasingly conscious of the fact that 
democracy in action is gravely subject to 
inefficiency, extravagance and a variety of 
abuses. The Free State Government is fully 
cognisant of the merits of management by 
experts, as it has shown by its stern 
handling of local corruption in many 
places; and the six years’ régime of the 
Commissioners in Dublin furnished it with 
a striking object-lesson. Nevertheless, 
the clamour of democracy has forced the 
Free State Government to bring Dublin 
once more under the corporate system. 
In other lands, such as England and the 
United States, which have a longer experi- 
ence of democracy, the old illusions are 
less The 


being treated with respect. 


i Socialist Government of Great Britain is a 


frank convert to the principle of adminis- 
tration by experts, and its new Act for 
the control of London’s traffic ‘is a bold 
éxperiment in this direction. 

Dublin, then, has exchanged the rule of 
experts for that of a cumbrous body which 
has small expert knowledge, and in all its 
actions must keep a steadfast eye on the 
municipal elector. We shall see what we 
shall see, but we may hope that, in the 
meanwhile, the of the Com- 
missioners’ régime will not go for nought. 
All the country’s public institutions are 
not subject to the dictates of ]’arliament. 
Does none of these require such change as 
the Commissioners effected in the City of 
Dublin? Has Dublin for 
instance, for the Irish railways? Our 
railways have reached such a state that 
protective legislation has become necessary 
to their very existence. It-cannot be 
refused to them, but the Irish Govern- 
ments are entitled to demand that the rail- 
ways themselves shall assist the process of 
reform. It is true that they have made 
large economies ; fram one urgently needed 
economy, however, they seem to shrink. 
Our two railway companies are burdened 
with a superfluity of directors. The cost 
of these swollen boards is a small matter, 
The real mischief lies in the fact that the 
majority of our railway directors are not 
experts and ate much oceupied with other

Germany is harassed simultaneouály by 
foes within and foes without. While M. 
Briand, reinforced by the sentiment of 
Italy and Czechoslovakia, has been ful- 
minating against the proposed Austro- 
German Customs Union, the aggression of 
initernal factions has surpassed all bounds. 
Fort months past the National-Socialists 
have distressed Germany not only. by 
propaganda and patriotic ebullition, but 
by open riots and physical violence, - In 
direct opposition to the “'' Nazis,” Com- 
munists have conducted their underhand 
efforts to convert the Vaterland into a 
Russian outhouse. Amid the conflicts of 
these groups, united only in dissatisfaction 
with the authorities, it is almost a miracle 
that Dr. Briining’s Government has con- 
trived to exist. Observers in other lands 
have wondered often why decisive 
méasures were not taken against the tur- 
bulent elements. It appears now that Dr. 
Briining has delayed action for a very defi- 
nite object. Any move to suppress their 
activities certainly would have brought the 
‘‘ Nazis ” and Nationalists back into the 
Reichstag, whose work they would have 
impeded, as they impeded it before their 
secession. Last week, however, the 
Reichstag adjourned, and its adjournment 
has been the prelude to a firm decree by 
President Hindenburg, which virtually 
places Germany under martial law. The 
constitutional guarantees for the inviola- 
bility of person and property have been 
suspended, together with the rights to 
freedom of speech, assembly and associa- 
tion. Persons who are found illegally 
carrying firearms are liable to a minimum 
penalty of six months’ imprisonment. News- 
papers can be suppressed for a period of 
eight weeks if they publish anything which 
can be incitement to 
violence or to illegal acts.

Speed in Animals. 


In a letter to the Daily Telegraph 1 
correspondent gives some interesting 
figures of the speed of animals. It 
appears that tests have been held against 
a motor car in the United States, though 
we are not told what means were employed 
to instil the necessary competitive spirit 
into a strange diversity of beasts. Such 
silence is tantalising; for the animals 
tested were an elk, an antelope, a lion and 
a cheetah. The cheetah easily returned 
the best time with eighty miles an hour, 
while the lion and the antelope tied for 
second place with sixty-two miles an hour. 
Honours here, however, may be accorded 
to the antelope, which maintained its pace 
for three miles, whereas the king of beasts 
fell away sadly after three seconds. Re 
markable though these performances may 
have been—even the elk achieved fifty-two 
miles an hour—they pale into insignifi- 
cance beside the speed of several species of 
small birds on their migration flights. 
Some observers have claimed that the 
northern blue-throat, at such times, 
travels from Africa to North-Western 
Europe at an average speed of over two 
hundred miles an hour. Since the bird, in 
its normal life, never exceeds about thirty- 
five miles an hour, it is not surprising that 
ornithologists are divided upon the point. 
Yet Gatke, who vouched for the blue. 
throat’s migration speed of two hundred 
and forty miles an hour, was no mean 
authority. Relative speeds always have 
been a source of speculative excitement 
from the earliest times, but even now most 
people are strangely ill-informed upon the 
subject. Few are aware, for instance, that 
over six furlongs a healthy young pig, if 
properly trained, is faster than a race- 
horse, while man can travel a greater dis- 
tance in twenty-four hours than almost 
any animal. TT. E, Hammond in 1908 
covered a hundred and thirty-one miles in 
a day and a night, and we doubt if any 
other living thing, with the possible excep- 
tion of the wolf tribe, could have done 
better.

Minoan Discoveries. 


Lecturing at Athens to the British 
School, Sir Arthur Evans discussed his 
plans for farther excavations at Knossos. 
Already Sir Arthur’s work has become 
the background of all subsequent dis- 
covery, Mr. H. G. Wells, in his “Out- 
line of History,’’ suggested that humanity 
first saw light in the area which now is 
the Meditcrranean Sea. Then, Mr, Wells 
suggests, the Mediterranean was little 
more than a lake; and, since there is ao 
abundant ground upon which we may 
discredit him, we may suppose that the 
first waves of human civilisation passed 
over this area until at last the period was 
reached which we, lacking a better name, 
are pleased to call the Mirioan. Thus all 
Cretan excavations must be of the first 
importance to those who are interested in 
the earliest manifestations of human 
culture. Sir Arthur was able to refer to 
an outer enceinte at Knossos which 
‘dated back to the proto-palatial age '— 
in other words, to about 2,000 B.C.—and 
to pottery of that date which showed

It is 
my intention to give notice to the 
Secretary-Gefléral of the League of 
Nations of my wish to discuss at the next 
Council meeting the compatibility 
of the proposed agreement with Austria’s 
treaty obligations, particularly under the 
Protocol of 1922, and, if there is a general 
desire that the Council should be assisted 
by an advisory opinion from the Per- 
manent Court of Intérnational Justice, I 
shall certainly support a reference to that 
court. The Austrian Government will, of 
course, in accordance with the standing 
rules, be invited to participate in these 
discussions, and the communication from 
which I have just quoted implies, I am 
glad to say, that such an invitation would 
be accepted. 

The German Government’s response to 
my explanations recognises, as I under- 
stand it, the propriety of a reference to 
the Council, while reserving their rights 
in respect to any procedure there proposed 
to be followed. I am glad from this to 
infer that the other members of the 
Council will have the benefit of the 
German view on the question submitted- 
a question which, I may add, is eminently 
and incontestably suitable for such pro- 
cedure—and I earnestly hope that it may 
be found, when the time comes, that 
negotiations between the Austrian and 
German Governments will not have been 
so advanced as to prejudice the friendly 
atmosphere in which matters are normally 
dealt with by the Council. 


FOUR POINTS. 


There are four points of interest and 
importance arising out of these events. 

In the first place, a divergence of view 
has been revealed as to whether the 
Council of the League or some special 
subsidiary organ is the proper forum for 
discussion, in the first instance, of the 
legal aspects of the proposed agreement. 
I have the best authority for saying that 
the constitution and rules of the League 
require that this should be the Council, 
under whose auspices the Protocol of 1922 
was negotiated, and I have framed my 
proposal accordingly. 

Secondly, there ig the question of what 
view Hig Majesty’s Government take of 
the various legal questions involved. These 
have been referred to the Law Officers 
of the Crown, and it would not be proper 
for me now to anticipate the opinion that 
will be given. As I have already in- 
formed the German and Austrian Govern- 
ments, the attitude of His Maj-.ty's 
Government must be one of complete re- 
ser’ >. 

Thirdly, there is the question of the 
relation of the proposed Customs Union 
to the most-favoured-nation clauses in our 
Commercial Treaties with Austria and 
Germany. So far as the latter is con- 
cerhed, no doubt can arise. Article 4-2 
of the A zlo-German Treaty of Commerce 
of 1924 specifically excepts from the pro- 
visions of the Treaty any benefit accorded 
to any country linked, or to be linked, 
with Germany by a Customs Union. A 
similar clause does not, however, figure 
in the Franco-German Treaty. The Anglo- 
Austrian Commercial Treaty of 1924 con- 
tains no such clause. 

Tinally, there is the question of how

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Mr. Henderson is certainly to be con-

It may be hoped, proceeds The Times, 
that the whole controversy will take a 
calmer tone, now that it has been decided 
to refer to the Council of the League, 
where it properly belongs, the interpreta- 
tion of the obligations assumed by Austria 
under a protocol which was negotiated 
under its auspices. The case against the 
legality of the proposed Union rests 
mainly on the relavent clauses of this 
protocol, defining the conditions on which 
the four Powers helping Austria in her 
financial reconstruction agreed to guaran- 
tee the international loan which was 
floated for that purpose. 

CASE FOR QUIET DISCUSSION. 

The argument, from the most favoured 
nation clauses in the various commercial 
treaties and in the Treaty of St. Germain, 
is not regarded as carrying nearly so much 
weight. Dr. Curtius, in an interview pub- 
lished yesterday, claims that Germany has 
no wish to disturb the political peace; 
that her only desire has been to pursue a 
peaceful policy by economic means, and 
that, in negotiating the agreement with 
Austria, her chief aim has been to keep 
within treaty limits. There has been no 
violent reaction in Germany to M.

FROM PRISONER TO ADVOCATE.

(BY THE RIGHT HON. SIR DUNBAR PLUNKET BARTON, Bart., K.C., Litt.D.) 


(Third Instalment. ) 


é Bac HEALY’S first experiences of the 
' Law Courts were as a political 
prisoner in the dock. Indeed, his earliest 
electoral triumphs flowed directly from the 
éclat which he gained by becoming the 
object of two Crown prosecutions. 

The first of these prosecutions was 
instituted in 1880, shortly after his return 
from a mission to America. It arose out 
of an eviction in County¥ Cork, which had 
a tragical sequel. The tenant, named 
McGrath, who took refuge with his family 
under an upturned boat on the seashore, 
| died from’ exposure. His family left 
their shelter and re-took possession of the 
farm from which they had been evicted. 
For doing so they were prosecuted and 
imprisoned. Healy made an inflammatory 
speech in his native town of Bantry, con- 
demning the treatment of the tenant. For 
this speech he was arrested, committed for 
trial and allowed out on bail. He utilised 
the period of his ‘‘bail’’ by becoming 
candidate for the parliamentary repre- 
sentation of Wexford, where he was 
welcomed as a political martyr and was 
elected unopposed. 


The pending prosecution against him | 


served as a passport to the electors. He 
was tried at the Cork Assizes and was 
defended by Peter: O’Brien, who after- 
wards became Attorney-General and Lord 
Chief Justice of Ireland. With the help 
of Peter O’Brien’s: advocacy he was 
triumphantly acquitted. 


IN PRISON. 


In 1883 Healy was again prosecuted for 
certain violent speeches in the country. 
He was ordered to give bail for good 
behaviour or to suffer imprisonment for 
six months. He refused to give bail and 
went to prison. The only thing which he 
complained of in his nris4n life was the 
*“‘ lassitude ” which he suffered from 
“having nothing to do except to read the 
~?newspapers.’’ On the expiry of his 
sentence a vacancy occurred in the County 
of Monaghan in a seat which had hitherto 
been held by a Liberal. He immediately 
resigned his seat for Wexford and jpmped 
into the fray. Again his imprisonment 
served as a passport. He was triumphantly 
elected. 

One of Tim Healy’s next experiences of 
the Law Courts was as plaintiff ih a libel 
action. After "arnell’s downfall Tim 


paign of defamation in the Irish Press and 
upon Irish platforms. He waited until a 
specific charge was formulated, and then 
promptly issued a writ for libel. The 
charge was that in a criminal case he had 
received “ blood money ’’ from the Crown 
for advising his clients to piead guilty. 
The charge was, of course, utterly un- 
founded. Healy's action for libel was tried 
at Limerick, whers the jury found that the 
charge was “ailse, but disagreed as to 
damages. Ultimately the question of 
damages was left to the arbitration cf ex- 
Lord Chancellor Walker, who awarded 
Healy £700. 


THE IRISH BAR. 

Let us turn to Tim Healy's career at the 
Irish Bar, where fhe displayed somg_of the 
same qualities as distinguished him Am Par- 
liament. His speeches at the Bar were 
sprinkled with picturésque metaphors, which 
he sometimes borrowed very effectively from 
the rules and devices of the prize ring, the 
racecourse and the Stock Exchange. He 
studied the tactics of advocacy; and it was 
one of his maxims that ‘‘adroitness and a 
knowledge of the tribunal counts in advocacy 
more than any mastery of the law.” He 
was very modest about the profundity of his 
legal knowledge. Yet he certainly excelled 
in his knowledge of the statute law oi his 
time. At the Irish Bar nobody was better 
versed in the modern Irish statutes dealing 
with local government, licensing, and lana- 
lord and tenant. These statutes were the 
subject of frequent discussion in the Court. 
They instituted a series of codes of a highly 
elaburate order. He had been one of the 
principal architects of these edifices, and he 
was familiar with their, complicated ramifi- 
cations. 

Tim Healy was universally liked and 
trusted by., the legal profession and by the 
udiciary. “He was a fearless advocate, and 

4 was noted for courtesy and good faith in 
all his relations with both the Bar and the

for it, directly or indirectly; and Lord 
Ashbourne pointed out that it piaced him 
under no obligation, because it was a 
recognition of his professional status. 
accepted the offer, and thus became a King’s 
Counsel of Ireland. 

Eleven years afterwards he met the Lord 
Chancellor of Great Britain, Lord Loreburn, 
ia the corridors of the House of Commons. 
said 
the Lord Chancellor, who, as Sir Robert Keid, 
had konwn him well in Parliament. ‘* Well,” 
said Healy, with a twinkle in his eye, ' are 
there any sishoprics vacant ? “” '' No,” said 
the Lord Chancellor, Jaughingly. ' Lhen,’’ 
said Healy, “since you cannot give me 
“lawn,” you might give me 'silk.”” ‘The 
Lord Chancellor smiled a willing assent, and 
Healy became a King’s Counsel] of England 
as well as of Jreland. 


FORENSIC ANECDOTES. 


Qne of ‘Tim Healy’s principal antagonists at 
the Irish Bar was the brilliant James Camp- 
bell, afterwards Lord Glenavy, who héld 
the office of Lord Chancellor of Ireland 
under the old régime, and became President 
of the Senate under the Irish Free State. 
Healy and Campbell differed widely from 
each other in temperament and in their 
methods of advocacy, and acted as admir- 
able foils to each other. Campbell wsed 
to take pleasure in bartering Healy when 
he gave way to Celtic pathos and emotion- 
alism, and Healy sometimes retaliated by 


twitting Campbell for excessive flintiness of , 


heart. One of their forensic duels has be- 
come famous. —1 shall tel] it as I remember 
it. On one occasion Campbell was so car- 
ried away by the wrongs of a client as for 
once in his life to show visible emotion. 
Healy, in addressing the jury, declared 
that he was glad to have lived to see his 
learned friend Mr. Campbell give way to 
tears. It was, he added, “the greatest 
miracle since Moses struck the rock.” 
Tim Healy was appearing for the defendant 
in an action for breach of promise which had 
been brought by a lady of about séventy- 
five vears of age against a gentleman who 
was verging upon ninety-five. In order to 
counterfeit juvenility, the lady entered the 
witness box clad in girlish costume, while 
her features were swathed in yards and yards 
of muslin, which she wore as a veil attached 
to a very large picture hat. In her 
examination-in-chief her sobbing voice conid 
he faintly heard from behind these gauzy 
clouds. At last Tim stood up to cross-examine 
ber. ‘‘ Madam,’’ said he, ’ will you remove 
the yashmak?”’ ‘“‘I do not understand you, 
said she. ‘‘ Will you discocoon your- 
self, madam‘”’ said he. The plaintiff's case 
irom that moment gradually died away in 
laughter.

THE HEALY CLAUSE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Mr. W. Copeland Trimble, in a letter 

on the “ Healy clause,” refers to an election 
in Tyrone—not in South Tyrone; for the first 
election there was in the General Election of 
1885. Mr. William O’Brien was the first 
member. The Tyrone election of Mr. 
Trimble’s letter took place, not in 1884, but 
on the 7th of September, 1881, immediately 
after the passing of the Land Act of that 
year. 
Concerning the famous clause of that Act, 
declaring that no rent should be in future 
chargeable on tenants’ improvements, Mr. 
Trimble says: ‘‘It had not been framed by 
him (Mr. Healy) nor was he the father of it 
in. the House of Commons.” He appears to 
give the credit of the authorship of this 
clause to Mr. Hugh Law, “the Presbyterian 
Liberal member for Donegal.” Mr. Law was 
not member for Donegal, but for the County 
of Londonderry. T. P. O'Connor, in his 
“ Gladstone’s House of Commons ” (page 212), 
and in his “ Parnell Movement,” says :—' He 
(Mr. Law) almost without discussion, accepted 
the Healy clause.” 

In your instalment to-day of ‘‘ Memories of 
the late T. M. Healy,’? Sir Dunbar Barton 
assigns the credit of the authorship of this 
clause to Mr. Healy. Not two years afte 
the Tyrone election Mr. Healy was returned 
for County Monaghan, defeating Mr. Monroe, 
afterwards Judge, and Mr. Pringle. This 
was Healy's greatest electorial triumph; for 
the election was fought on the 2nd of July, 


One ‘of Healy's favourite gestures was a | 1883 on the old franchise, before everything 


curious involuntary movement of the arm, 
which was precursory of a joke. He would 
stand with his hands behind his back until 
he was going to say something hrmorous. 
Then he would shoot his right hand out from 
behind his back and raise it twice to the back 
of his head. After the second tap a humorous 
observation dropped from his mouth with 
clock-hke regularity. 

Healy sometimes reinforced an argument 
with melodramatic demonstrativeness. On 
one occasion he was defending an action for 
the pollution of a stream. He was counsel 
for the defendant, who said that the stream 
was absolutely pure and undefiled. In his 
speech Tim suddenly startled the Court bv 
saying, '' They say the water is polluted. My 
lord, look at it. There is a sample.” He 
then drew a bottle from his pocket, un- 
corked it, and drank it, adding, with great 
solemnity, “ the first drink of water 1 have 
had tor many a year.” 


TIM AND HIS BROTHER

It would seem from T. P. O’Connor’s ac- 
count that Mr. Healy proposed this clause, 
und Mr. Law accepted it. Hugh Law was 
Attorney-General for Ireland, and principally 
responsible for this bill in committee. _ It 
has often been said that the only member 
who thoroughly understood this bill, besides 
Gladstone “ma á Law, who were its ofhcial 
sponsors, was Mr. Healy. Mr. Trimble says 
that Parnell brought Mr. McDermott, an 
Irish Times reporter, because of the Free- 
man’s Journal's hostility to Parnell) and his 
party. This hostility dated from some two 
years before the election. Shortly after that 
time Archbishon+ Croke effected a reconcilia- 
tion between Parnell 
Gray, of the Freeman. Five weeks 
after that election Gladstone had Parnell 


arrested and imprisoned in Kilmainham. He 


was not released until the beginning of May, 
1882.

** MAGNIFICENT WORK.”’

THE GARDEN SCHEME. 

Sir Frederick W. Moore, M.R.I.A., F.L.S., 
M.A., who is chairman of the Garden Scheme 
for 1931, said that the Association had under- 
taken to pay pensions to 135 nurses, and it 
would never repudiate that responsibility, 
nor would the people of Ireland ever allow 
it to do so. They in Ireland had done in-! 
finitely better with their gardening scheme than 
they had done in England, despite the vast 
resources ot the Jatter country. They had 
nothing but encouragement from those who 
opened their gardens to the Association.

Commissioners for the City of Dublin, de- 
sired to record their appreciation of that 
good work. (Applause ) 

In the matter of cleanliness alone the 
results of their administration became ap- 
parent to every eye. - Most business men 
were so satisfied with the progress made 
under the Commissioners that they desired 
no change. However, a change had been 
made, and their civic destinies were in the 
hands of the new Council for the enlarged 
City of Dublin, on which, he was glad to 
say, the business community had direct re- 
presentation. 


BUSINESS MEN’S HOPE. 

In giving this direct representation Dublin 
had set an example which was being watched 
with interest in Great Britain, and possibly 
other countries. 

‘*] most particularly want to stress,” said 
Mr. Halpin. “that, although we did not 
desire a change, we are not in any way 
antagonistic to the new Corporation, for 
whose difficulties we have nothing but sym- 
pathy and consideration, bat we may be 
permitted to wish that they will maintain 
the high standards set by you, gentlemen, 
when you were Commissioners for the City.” 
(Applause. ) 


COMMISSIONERS’ REPLIES. 

Mr. Seamus Murphy, returning thanks on 
behalf of his colleagues and himself, said that 
the presentation was something that they 
would-be able to carry down as a reminder 
of their pleasant association with Dublin's 
foremost citizens during their term of office 
as City Borough Commissioners. If their 
work had been difficult and strenuous, their 
term of office was one on which thev conid 
Jook back with the greatest pleasure, ause 
it had opened up to them new opportunities 
and new considerations, which they could not 
take advantage of unless they got the un- 
stinted support of the business people of the 
city. This support they got, and this was 
more responsible for the success of the Com- 
missioners than anything that they could do 
individually. 

The Commissioners simply did their duty, 
as they felt it to be their duty to the city, 
and they did it according to their ability. 
He could assure them, on behalf of his 
colleagues and himself, that the Commns- 
sioners were perfectly satisfied, once thev had 
won the appreciation and approval of the 
citizens, of their work. He need not tell 
them that his colleagues and he would 
cherish these gifts. 

“Our greatest hope,” he concluded, “is 
that the contact with Dublin business men 
which has been established during our term 
of office will continue so long as we live and 
continue in any publis service, and that the 
iesult of that contact will be towards. any 
possible betterment of our native city.” 
(Hear, hear.) 

Dr. Dwyer said that it always had been 
consistent with the policy of the Commis- 
sioners that one should speak for the three, 
and he could only agree with everything 
that Mr. Murphy had said in returning thanks 
for the splendid gifts which had been given 
to them.

Usnally when a man came to an end 
that of the cross or _ the 
gallows they said that it was 
natural end of the life he had lived.

Could any depravity equal this—that 
by their sins they should murder the holiness 
and goodness of God Himself!

THE POZNAN FAIR. 


The principal speaker at the meeting of the 
Dublin Rotary Club in Clery’s restaurant yes- 
terday was Mr. W. Th. Dobrzynski, Consul- 
General for Poland, who spoke of the position 
of his country in the industrial and com- 
mercial world, with particular reference to 
the Internationa] .Fair at Poznan, one of the 
most ancient towns in that coun ry and the 
cradle of Polish nationality, while it was at 
the same time a modern city of over 250,000 
inhabitants, an important commercial centre 
possessing an excellent rail and air service to 
all the principal cities, and acting as a link 
between Poland and Western Europe trade, 

Poland, he said, owing to post-war recon- 
struction, now holds a prominent position in 
the world’s market as a buyer and producer 
of raw materials, semi-finished products, and 
finished articles. As a transit couniry the 
importance of Poland was vot yet fully 
realised. The country binds the West to the 
East by means of the ports of Gdynia and 
Danzig, also the North to the South and the 
South-West of Europe. Endowed with rich 
natural resources in raw materials, agri 
cultural wealth and forests, Poland has: beeu 
able to attain a rational development of her 
industry, and by using raw inaterials both 
from at home and abroad, was now able to 
turn out, not only articles of mass produc 
tion, but also a great variety of high grade 
specialised products. 


TRADE PROSPECTS. 


The Polish National Exhibition, which was 
held in Poznan in 1929 was a great display of 
Poland's economic life, giving the world an 
exhaustive view of what the country had 
achieved in the field of industry, agriculture 
and commerce. 

In a more modest manner the Poznan In- 
ternational Fairs, held annually in spring, 
offered the best opportunity to estimate trade 
prospects in Poland. It gives visitors an 
excellent. general review of every branch of 
wctivity in the country. Foreign visitors to 
it were struck by the fact that engines, 
sleeping-cars, motor cars, typewriters, micro- 
scopes, pianos and other articles requiring 
the highest technical skill were turned out 
by Polish factories. 

The Polish Internationa] Fair, he said, 
belongs to the Union of Internationa! Fairs 
and is represented on its board. The chief 
articles of export to be represented at the 
Fair are -textiles, paper and paper goods, 
machinery, chemical industry, minerals and 
mineral products, building materials and 
earthenware, timber and wooden articles, 
plants and their products, food-stuffs, animal 
products, etc. The Fair would be held next 
month. The aims and far-reaching effects of 
such fairs were not always fully understood. 
They tended to create mutual kriowledge, 
understanding and friendship between nations, 
not only by stimulating trade relations, but
